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IN THE LAND OF COD 


Once upon atime, many many years ago before you all were born, there 
was a land called Cod. And on Cod, there was a place, which became nation- 
ally famous, called the Cape Playhouse. Here, plays were performed which 
brought joy and pleasure to thousands and thousands of people. Many peo- 
ple, most of whom were unfamiliar with playhouse workings, thought the 
playhouse to be mystical and filled with magic for they could not understand 
how such joy was brought about. But, those who knew about the playhouse 
workings realized that the weekly feats were more than magic; they were 
spectacles which one could be proud to be a part of as well as observe. Come 
close and I'll tell you how it was done. 

Every week on Tuesday, a man comes to the land of Cod to visit the Cape 
Playhouse. He is called the Advance Director. He comes to the playhouse to 
tell the people who work there all about the play he represents. Tuesdaynight 
he speaks with those people who design the magic (set designers) about 
the new set. Upon finishing their discussion, the Advance Director speaks 
with those who obtain props about what kind of items he wishes. On Wed- 
nesday morning he dons his suitcoat and tie and discusses with the manage- 
ment such pertinent matters as housing and contracts for his company. That 
afternoon, having stripped to shorts and a tee-shirt, he goes backstage to talk 
to the stage manager about the running of the show. She (he) is responsible 
for the running of the show and handles all sorts of problems, as well as mak- 
ing sure that the daily routine goes smoothly. 
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A world of beautiful resort fashions 
for Ladies and Gentlemen. 
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Later in the week, the Advance Director will talk to the man who designs 
the lights and to the man who runs the sound. With the light designer, he will 
decide where the lights are to be aimed as well as when they are to be lit. 
With the sound technician, the AD (as he is called) will work out what 
sounds should be heard at what times during the play. Involved with both 
lights and sound are the complicated matters of intensity and duration of 
each cue. 

While the AD spends the week ironing out different problems, the work- 
ing wheels of the playhouse have already begun to turn. The set designers 
have already put to paper the plans and designs for the ensuing show. Car- 
penters have started banging nails and setting screws, technicians have 
started carving and welding, while other technicians clean paint buckets, and, 
in general, organize. The construction and painting of the new set begins 
early in the morning and goes on until late at night in an effort to have the 
finished product ready on time. 

Meanwhile, the props people venture all over Cod trying to fill the sets 
with lovely furniture, rugs, cabinets and paintings. Looking for items of 
specific characteristics established by the set designers, they travel from store 
to store, shop to shop, house to house, friend to friend. (If you ever happen 
to see an organge truck flash by, you can be assured that there go the props 
team frantically searching for props.) 

At the beginning of the playhouse week (Sunday), the costumes arrive 
with the actors. Depending upon the size of the show and the number of ac- 
tors in the show, the costumes could be many or few. On Monday morning, 
the wardrobe mistress will have them cleaned and pressed, ready for the 
night’s performance. 

If all this clockwork works out as it should, then when the curtain rises 
on Monday night at the Cape Playhouse in the land of Cod, magic will have 
occurred right before your expecting eyes. However, unlike the magician 
who spends weeks and months practicing his magic, the entire playhouse 
magic occurs in just four and a half days. So, sit back, relax, laugh, cry and 
enjoy the spectacle in the land of Cod. And yes, if you happen to see a lady 
with a paint brush, or a man with a hammer or an orange flash, say “‘hello’’; 
for the “family” at the Cape Playhouse is a warm, friendly, and highly 
talented group of people.

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HISTORY OF “RIVERWIND” 


“Riverwind’”’, the musical comedy 
that ran 51 weeks in New York is set 
in an idyllic little resort on the 
banks of the Wabash River in In- 
diana. The site is a familiar one to 
John Jennings, who is credited with 
writing the show — its books, 
music, and lyrics. Indiana is his 
home. 

The history of this particular show 
is Somewhat unusual. In 1959, Frank 
Loesser, Composer of such hits as 
“Guys and Dolls” and ‘‘Most Happy 
Fella’’, saw an early draft of the 
musical and immediately recog- 
nized the quality of the work. Loes- 
ser advised Jennings on the best 
ways to prepare the show for a pro- 
duction and made arrangements for 
it to be recorded even before the 
show’s opening — a unique situa- 
tion for an off-Broadway produc- 
tion. 

Just prior to the opening of the 
show all of New York’s major news- 
papers were closed down because 
of a strike. ‘‘Riverwind’”’ opened on 
December 12, 1962, without benefit 
of any newspaper coverage of its 
generally excellent critical recep- 
tion, and without any of the usual 
newspaper advertising. In spite of 
the handicap, audiences did be- 
come aware of the show’s existence 
and, more importantly, of its very 
human beauty. 

New Yorker magazine called 
“Riverwind” ‘‘Real show, with a real 
score, and real lyrics.” Life 
magazine called it ‘“A musical hit!”’ 
and, eventually, the New York 
World Telegram & Sun was able to 
say ‘“‘A luminous, skylarking musi- 
cal. Rejoicing is in order.”’ 

The love stories of three couples 
each in a different age group, are 
told in ‘“Riverwind’’. We hope that 
you will enjoy these stories of 
human, modern love’ unfold 
through one of the brightest and 
most original scores heard on the 
stage in many years.
